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The average farmer can't avoid 
taking risks. There;may. be ways 
to protect himself against some 
Josses, but he'll often take a chance 
in the expectation of realizing 
more gains than losses over a pfr- 
joid of years. 
` Take the big freeze of last 
month. How much of our citrus 
losses do you suppose were covered 
by insurance? In the busy. days 
following this century’s. 
breaking cold spell in - Florida, 
when we were trying to get reli- 
able estimates of the damage it 
caused, I-asked for a rundown on 
the insurance situation. Here's 
what I found: 
"Federal Crop Insurance in 1962 
was available to citrus growers in 
10 counties—Brevard, Indian Riv- 
er, Lake, Orange, Polk, St. Lucie, 
Hardee, Highlands, Hillsborough 
and Pasco. Total coverage amount” 
ed to about 8 million dollars. But 
only about 15 per cent of the citrus 
acreage in those counties was 
covered, 

It is estimated FCI indemity 
payments will total between 3 
:millidn and 4 million dollars, ac- 
cording to Harry Highman of the 
FCI office at Lakeland. But that's 
only a rough guess. It will be some 
time before the. final total is 
known. 


You may wonder włiy more of 
the crop isn’t insured, and why 
FCI protection is limited to only 
10 counties. 

To answer,the first, I'd guess 
many growers would rather risk a 
loss from time to time than pay 
insurance premiums year after 
year. FCI premium rates range 
from $4.30 to $10.30 per $100 of 
protection, depending on classifi- 
cation of a grove. The classifica~ 
tion is determined by many fact-! 
ors, including “location, weather 
history, the kind of citrus, etc. `) 

The first FCI citrus insurance | 
in Florida was made available in 
Polk County on a sort of experi- 
mental basis in 1951. Only about 
100 new counties are taken on each 
year by FCI throughout the U. S. 
In Florida since 1951 only one or 
two counties have been added. to 
the list yearly, until.1962 when 4 
mew ones were added. 

As a result of the 1957-58 freeze, 
FCI paid claims totaling - about 
$500,000 in Polk County, but- the 
payout there this time is: expect- 
ed to be far greater.

If you're wondering whether it's 
poor business practice to be with- 
out crop insurance’ when it can be 
obtained, let’ me point out that the 
decision to buy insurarice really 
depends on. the grove owner's fi- 
nancial strength. If he can weather 
a severe loss now and then without 


being too badly hurt; he'll probably 
figure he can. get without in- 
surance and on tiie, weaths. 


er. 

On the other tuand, ifa severe 
loss would’ ten to wipe him 
out, he'd be inclined. to protect his 
investment with insurance. 

Insurance men will tell you. their 
business usually picks up quite a 
‘bit after. any sort of disaster that 
results in numerous heavy losses. 
Florida’s FCI office expects to find 
many grove owners much more 
receptive to their insurance solici- 
tation for some‘months to come- 

Incidentally, FCT doesn’t just sit 
around waiting for applications to 
drop in its ‘lap. Their men. go out 
after the business, according to 
“Mr. Highmam, just like other in~ 
surance agents.
